In a recent levter to the Bulletin,

This plan prevents impos!tion, 
for no one is helped that is now Known 
to a resident in their district, and it 
also secures the assistance of those 
who would not apply for help until 
after enduring untold hardships. The 
citizens Know the United Aids is not 
1 new ‘thing, but many ure under the 
impression that it is supported ‘by the 
city and therefore fall to help it fin- 
ancially as they would do otherwise. 
The work of the United Aids is car- 
ried on by voluntary subscriptions, and 
is done at the minimum of cost. The 
entire office expenses (salary of secre- 
tary, who is the only pad official, 
rent and iucidental expenses) are kept 
within $150 @ month. ‘The helpers 
in this great work are all voluntary 
so that the public may rest assured 
that their gifts go direct to the needs 
of the people. Funds are very low 
at present, and unless ithe c¥tizens 
who have hitherto upheld this work 
and others who feel they ean but have 
not remembered to do so, come to the 
assistance of the aids with generous 
gifts, both in money and kind, it will 
be impossible to do the work which 
the organization is so well equipped 
to handle during this difficult time.

The Liberal convention for the pro- 
Vinee of Alberta held in Calgary on 
Wednesday, August Sth, has been 
crowded out of public notice by the 
world-shaking events now transpiring 
in Burope, and in which Canada in 
all its parts Is so Vitally interested, 
Kut notwithstanding what may be oc- 
curring elsewhere, or how far Canada 
may be involved in those tremendous 
events, the duty of every citizen of the 
empire is to ensure that within the 
range of his own immediate concern 
and so far as that is possible the best 
conditions of order, industry, finance 
und government = are maintained. 
When credit is easy and world-wide, 
unsound conditions may be maintain- 
ed without the result of general ruin. 
But in time of war, when credit is 


either absolutely cut off or abnor- 
mally restricted, when the world at 
large,—Canada included,—is thrown 


back on first principles, in dealing with 
the problems of production, exchange 
and consumption,—-the maintenance 
of public order and private right,—at 
such a time there is need that in a 
self-governing country the individual 
citizen shall take an interest in public 
affairs, such as he had not taken be- 
fore, The heart of the nation must 
be kept sound or it cannot stand the 
stress of conditions such as now press 
with such terrific force on the centre 
of the world’s civilization, 
Purpose of Convention. 

The call for the convention was Is- 
sued before the war cioud broke, and 
indeed when there was not a sign of 
danger in the aky. The occasion was 
the increase and redistribution of 
seats for A¥berta in the house of 
commons. At the time there was ser- 
ious possibility of a general federal 
election being heid in the early fall, 
and it was right and proper that those 
who hold Liberal views in matters of 
federal politics should prepare’ in 
srood time to give effective expression 
to those views at the polls. A political 
party is made up of men who may 
hold varying views on many questions, 
but who, considering certain issues of 
paramount importance, unite to se- 
cure concerted action upon these is- 
sues, Speaking: broadly, the difference 
between Liberalism and Conservatism 
is that the ideal of the one is progress 
and of the other stability. In regard 
to questions of the day as they occur 
in Canada As to tariff, the Liberals 
are for low and the Conservatives for 
high tariff. As to naval defence, the 
Liberals are for self defence and ac- 
tive co-operation, the Conservatives 
for sh contributéon without personal 
service. So it is all along the line. 
ach party takes the view that it be- 
lieves to be in the best interests of the 
country and that is most in accord 
with its fundamental principles. , 

Necessity of Organization. 

The policy of the government is de- 
cided by the result of each general 
election. Consequently the energies 
of each party are directed towards the 
success of the candidates of its choice 
representing the principles for which 
its party name stands Success de- 
pends largely on cOncerved action, and 
concerted action can only be secured 
through organization. Therefore or- 
gar tion plays a large part in the 
success of a political party, and con- 
quently of its pohey and principles. 
While organization is practically a 
necessitv of suecess, like everything 
Ise that is good in the world, it can 
be misused. The sole purpose of or- 
ganization is to secure the full and 
free expression of the will of the mem- 
bers of the party to which it belongs 
Unfortunately it is the disgrace of 
modern politics that organization Is 
frequently used to defeat the opinion 
of the party at large in the interest of 
self-seeking members Therefore it 
becomes necessary if party organiza- 
tion is to serve its proper purpose, 
that it be based on a full and free ex- 
pression of the parity wishes It is to 
this end that party conventions 


are necessary and that they shall 
be so conducted as to give 
every opportunity for the expres- 


sion of party views; and so that 
the decisions reached and the organ- 
ization established shall have the 
united support of the party at large to 
secure party success in the elections, 
wherever they may occur 

Uistory of Liberal Association, 

When the Province of Alberta was 
established in 1905 a Liberal con- 
vention was called for the purpose of 
securing united action in the then 
pending provincial elections. This 
organization was federal in chareter 
and was only used then to give due 
authority to the proceedings rendered 
necessary by the provincial elections. 
Subsequent provincial elections have 
been held without rezard to the fed- 
‘ral organization, but the federal elec- 
tions of 1908 and 1911 were held un- 
der its auspices. The organization of 
1905 comprised Senator Talbot, of 
Lacombe, president; Stanley L. Jones, 
of Calgary, secretary, The then 
presidents of the Liberul asseocia- 
ions of the seven federal electoral 
districts of Alberta constituted the 
executive, The names were: Dr, Kg- 
bert, Calgary; RR. A. Wallace, Mac- 
leod: C. A. Pingle, Medicine Hat; G. 
W. Smith, Red Deer; A, 8. Rosen- 
roll Strathcona; A. Bramley-Moore, 
Victoria, and P. E. Lessard, Edmon- 
ton As no e'ection of officers or ex- 
ecutive had taken place since 1905, in 
view of the increase of federal! rep- 
resentation of Alberta from seven to 
twelve, it was felt that the first step 
towards Organization in the twelve 
new electoral districts should be the 
election of a new executive for the 
province, and the laying down of 
rules by Which district organizations 
should be established and nominat- 
ing conventions held, 

The convention of August Sth was 
held at the call of the executive of 
1905, and was addressed to all Al- 
berta Liberals, 8» that there could 
not be over representation from the 
districts nearest the place of meeting 
the advertisement stated that on u 
poll being demanded only ten votes 
would be cast by delegates from each 
new constituency, the ten voting dele- 
Sales to be selected at the convention 
by the other delegates vresent from 
that constituency 

The convention was largely attend- 
ed, the delegates numbering over 500. 
The voting delegates of course num- 
bered 120, The election of the voting 
delegates by those present at the con- 
vention was decided upon with a view 
in the firat place of securing as large 
and representative a meeting of Lib- 
erals as possible. KMvery Liberal was 
invited and everyone who came had 
the full right to express his views and 
move their adoption if he pleased, and 
also to have his fair share in select- 
Ing the voting delegates. By select- 
ing the voting delegates at the con- 
vention the always possible danger ot 
rival delegations from a single con- 
stituency was svoided Any rivalry 
was settled in full view of the conven- 
tion by the vote of the delegates pres- 
ent, and whichever side had the ma- 
jority elected the ten voters. In the 
vase of Red Deer and West Edmon- 
ton, the delegates had been selected

Mines U 


The first serious loss sustained by 


the war was that of 130 men destroy- 
ed, together with Amphion, by the ex- 
plosion of a submarine mine laid by 
the German vessel “Koenigen Luise.” 
The use for purposes of coast defence 
of explosive charges placed beneath 
the surface of the water is a compar- 
atively modern invention, and came 
into general use only after the Amer- 
ican civil war. At that time all such 
instruments of destruction were 
known as torpedoes; that term, how- 
ever, is now only employed in regard 
to such explosives as are propelled 
through the water in the direction of 
the object it is desired to destroy. 
Modern submarine mines may be 
classified as mechanical and electrical, 
according as they are tired by means 
of some special mechanism contained 
within the mine itself, or by means of 
an electrical current set in motion 
from withour 
Kept Afloat By Air. 

A mechanical mine consists of a 
spherical steel case, usually about 39 
inches in diameter, which is made to 
float by the provision of an air space 
inside the case. The mine is anchored 
at any desired depth by means of a 
sinker attached to a steel cable, The 
charge is usually composed of about 
500 pounds of gun-cotton, with a 
small dry primer and detonator to 
start ignition, 

Another method used to fire mech- 
anical mines is that of placing 
through the fuse a delicate platinuin 
wire which is heated so soon as the 
electrical cireuit from batteries con- 
tained in the case is completed. This 
is achieved by running wires into a 
small vesse! containing mercury in 
such fashion that the tilting of the 
cup to an angle of about 70 degrees 
causes the mercury to act as an auto- 
matic connection and establish the 
circuit. All mines of this class re- 
quire to, be struck by some object, 
such as the submerged portion of a 
vessel, in order to be ignited. They 
have the serious disadvantage that 
once laid they are, to a great extent, 
uncontrollable and are dangerous to 
friend and foe alike 

More Elaborate. 

The second class of submarine mine 
is much more elaborate in construc- 
tion and method of firing, but it has 
the advantage of Deing under the con- 
trol of operators, usually on shore and 
it does not constitute a danger to

Facts About Deadly Submarine 


sed in the North Sea 


friendly vessels using the waters be- 
neath which it is laid. The cases used 
in the construction of this class of 
mine are generally eylindrical in 
shape and rest upon the sea or river 
bed, but the flashing type may also be 
used. Proceeding from the case to the 
point of operation are electrical cables 
by means of which a circuit can be 
established through the mine in order 
to ignite it. Tho systems are in use 
for the firing of this class of mine. If 
so placed that they can be struck bya 
vessel, the circuit in the mine itself is 
closed by the blow, and the mine be- 
comes operative or not, according as 
a second break in the cireuit at the 
point of operation is closed or open. 
Thus the mine can be made inopera- 
tive at the will of the controller even 
if struck, There is an automatic ar- 
rangement in the case by which the 
contact is again broken if the mine 
does not explode, or it may be broken 
by means of electric device set in ac- 
tion from the operating point. This 
class of mine has the advantage of 
being able to set in misty or foggy 
weather when observation of an ap- 
proaching vessel would be Impossible. 
Position Chartered, 

The other system of electrical con- 
trol consists in setting the mines over 
a certain dield and marking their post- 
tion upon a chart. Observation must 
then be kept upon approaching ves- 
sels which it is desired to destroy or 
disable. When the operator sees by 
the position of the vessel that it is 
within the reach of a particular mine 
or chain of mines the electrical eclr- 
cuit is closed and the explosion fol- 
lows. 

This, in brief, is the outline of the 
systems followed in coast defence 
mining. There are, of course, modi- 
fications of them which are used for 
special purposes. Such, for instance, 
is an electrical method of signaling 
which informs the operator when a 
floating controllable mine ha’ been 
struck and indicates its position. The 
circuit of that particular mine may 
then be compieted and the explosive 
fired. Enough has been said, however, 
to indicate the Wrinciple relied upon. 
Perhaps the most interesting instance 
of the deadly effect of submarine 
mines as an instrument of warfare 
was afforded Dy the attack and de- 
fence of Port Arthur during the Rus- 
so-Japanese war of 1904-5. Both 
sides used mechanical mines only and 
both suffered heavy losses from them.
